It was rumored
that Chairman Briee, Senator Hill, Senator
(Gorman and Sepator Barbouor, now known
as the “Bir Four,” had decreed that the
convention should go tn Chicago. The
reasons were said to be its ample facilities
for taking care of n crowd and its absolute

mpartiality in & politionl sense. This was

Hansas City, especially, seemed tobe fear-
ful thar Chience wounld ecarry off the prize,
Paul also complained that the
Warld's Fair city was working in an under-
banded manner to seeure the convention.

Aetonily Deelined With Thanks,

Finally, a telegram came from one of the
members of he Troguols Club, stfting the
Chicago Demoeracy did not desire the con-
vention, and earnestly protesting against
the eonsideration of that eity ns a candidate.
This =pemed to quiet the kickers, and the
work of lobbying was resumed without fear
of Chieagn.

As early as 9 o'clock hotel eorridors were
thronged with friends of the varicus con-
testing cities, snd earnest pleas for the sev-
eral rivals were to be heard on every hand.
It was 12 o'clock when the National Com-
nittee sssembled in the big banquet room
of the Arlington Hotel, and was ealled to
order by Chairman Brice. John W. Ross,
the Democratic member of the Board of
District Commissioners, made a speech of
weleame 1o the members of the committee,
and he was followed by Secretary & P.
Sheerin, the Indisns member of the com-
mittes, who read the call of the meeting
and then called the roll of States.

Only Foar Proxies Necessary,

1t was announced that all the States were
represented but four, and proxies for thess
were subsequently presented. Ben T. Cable
appeared for Erskine M. Phelps, the Illi-
nois member, J. J. Richardson represented
Iown, Congressman Mitchell was present
for Wisconsin, O. M, Barnes for Michigan,
Michee! J. Doran for Minnesota, and
Frank I, Ireland held a proxy for Governor
James E Bowd, of Nebraska

Senator Vilas, of Wisconsin, held the
rroxy of John W, Jones, the Idako mem-
ber, and hie was the first member to address
the committes after Commissioner Ross

and St

bmd  wade the speechk of welcome.
Mr.  Vilas  merely ststed that he
id a proxy. and as & proxy mem-

her of the eommittee he moved that au ex-
ecutive session be held in order to pass npon
the credentials, to hear sevéral contests and

» map ont the work of the committee. His
cuggestion was adopted and the committee
went into exceutive session.

Three Contests Eaklly Disposed Of,

The executive session lasted about an
bour, and the eommittee disposed, of the
only three contesta that eame up. Ex-Con-
gressman W, I Haves, who was a member
of the committee four years ago, appeared
as & contestant for the place held by J. J.
Richardson, the Towa member. Tt was
shown that Mr. Richardson held the certifi-
cate of the State Committee of Towa, and no
shenge was made, Mr, Hayes’ claim being
rejected.

James Kerr, of Pennsylvania, now Clerk
of the House of Representatives, was a
short time ago appointed a member of the
commitied 1o fill the vacancr eaused by the
death of William L. Scott. Mr. Kerr's ap-
poinument was made by the Executive Com-
mittee of the National Committee, and was
merely intended to be temporary. Yester-
day the State Committee of Peansylvania
elected Mr. Scoit’s successor, nsming Will-
ism F. Harrity. Mr. Harrity appeared be-
fore the committee this morning with his

credentials, and to avoid an embarrassing -

contest Mr. Kerr resigned. Mr. Harrity
was given the place.
A Little Lifx for 81, Paal,

The other contest was over Montana's
place in the commiitee. Judge Mitohell,
of Helena, elaimed to be the duly sccredited
member, snd he was contested by C. A
Hroadwater of the same town. Mr. Broad-
water appeared to have the best of the ar-
sument, and was sested. This sction of the
committee was Dot relished by the Mil-
wankee men, who had counted upon Judge
Mitchell's vote, and the St. Paul men were
correapondingly elated, sinee Broadwater
had expressed his preference for their city,

The time for holding the convention was
then fixed, June 21 being finally selected as
the date. Resolutions of respect to th
memory of Judge McHenry, of Ken

and W. L. Scott, deceased members of the
committes, were adopted, and the com-
mittee took s recess uniil 4 o'elock. Dur-
ing the recess & lunch was served to the
members of the commitiee by Chairman
Brice.
Chnims nf the Several Cities

When the committes resssembied the
claims of the several cities asking for the
convention were heard. Twenty minutes
was al lotted to each ecity in which to pre-
sent its elaims. The roll of the contestants
was ealled in alphabetical order. Cinein-
osti was ealled first, and William M. Ram-
sey made the opening speech. His speech,
like most of those which followed, was full
of details as to the capacity of the city for
taking care of the crowd, its botel and mail-
road facilities, its varied advantages and
attractions

He explained that it was within a short |

distanes of the center of population of the
United States, and was near the territorial
center of the country. It bad entertained
one Democratic couvention in 1580, to the
satisfaction of all the delegater and visitors
who attended, and in the 12 years whieh
followed, had increased it facilities in every
respect.
Tiow Ohlo Was Lost Last Fall,
Mr. Ramsey finally grew enthusiastic and

pledged Ohio for the Demooratic party in |

the fall election, on the condition that the
party adopt A good platform and nominate
o good ecandidate.  He sdmitted that Ohio
had been lost to the Democracy in the last
election, but he attributéd this to an issne
on which the party had been divided. He
did not say that this was the silver ques-
tion, but he tald the committee that the
issue which had divided Ohio Demoerats
ond lost the State to the party inthe last
election ought to be postponed for at least
another four years

With this parting injunction he closad
and wax followed hy John F. Follette.
Mr. Foliette declared that the sccommoda-
tions ot Cincinnati were unequaled by any
other city exeopt Chieago. At the mention
of Chieago there was a dieposition on the
part of some of the eommitteemen toap-
plaud & little, but they seemed suddenly to
remember that Chicago was not in the enn-
test, and they suppressed their sdmiring
enthusiasm. He too pledged the eleetoral
vote of*Ohio to the Democratic party, but
unlike Mr. Ramséy, he made it uncondi-
tional, and declared that Ohio could be
carried by the Democraey whoever might
be the eandidate.

Detroit's Many Charms Dwelt Upon.

Detroit next preeented ber elaims throngh
ex-Repressantative Mavbury. He mid the
city wanted the convention and was amply
able to take care of it. He dilated upon
the fact that Detroit was the center of a eir-
ole with a radius of several hondred miles
within which were the eapitale of 27
Stutes and the greater part of the popula-
tion of the country. Political expediency
demanded that the convention be located in
Detroit.  The State was Democratic, and if
it got the convention it wounld not only
bring to the support of the party candidates
the eight electoral votes alread¥ assured by
the new law providing for distriet regre-
sentation, but it might bring all the others
to which the State is entitled.

Congressman Logan J. Chipthan followed
Mr. Mayrbury. He explained that he did
nel want to reflect on New York, the home
of Cleveland, Hill and Richard Croker, nor
was ho disposed to east any reflection upon
the other competing eities, but he was sure
that the proper place for the convention
was Detroit.

Michigan Guaranteed, Anyhow,

Judge Chipiman smid that his -city had
just eatertained the National Eveampment
of the Grand Army of the Republie, and
had cared for the thousands of visitors
amply and easily. He declared that the
gathering was a great Republican demon-
stration, nnder the leadership of General
Russell A. Alger, “a candidate for Presi-
dent on the Republiean ticket of 1802, In
closing Mr. Chipman again declared that
wherever the convention should be located
Michigan would zo Demoeratic.

Benator David Turpie made the opening
spesch for Indima{m is. His remarks were
devoted principally to statisties as to his
¢ity's hotel acoommodations, its number of
boarding houses, and its railrond and tele-
graph facilities. The Senator got a little
mixed on his geography before he got

Charles L. Jewett, Chairman of the State
Central Committes, followed the Senator
and made a wholly political speech.

KEansas City in a Bright Light,

Kansas City was given the next oppor-
tunity to present its claime G. F. Putpam
made the first speech. He told bow many
passenger trains ran in and out of Kansas
City in a dav, and he said there were 83
botels and 330 boarding houses in his town
that were yearning for Democratio ocen-

ta

Senator Vest followed Mr. Potnam. He
made a humorous gpeech, and was frequent-
Iy imetru‘{ued by langhter and spplause.
He explained that Kansas City had greater
hotel sccommodation, according to its popu-
Iation, than any city in the United States.
They had been left over from the boom.
Kausae City had built hotels anticipating a

pulation of a million. The population

NOTHING BUT GOOD WILL,

Except on the Part of a Few Yanks
in Chile Who Want War

TO HELP ALONG THEIR BUSINESS.

All in Position to Talk Imsist That the
Little Republic

IS MORE THAN ANXIOUS FOR PEACE

[APRETAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATAH.:

New Yorg, Jan. 2L—The following
eablegram from Valparaiso, received to-
dsy, was made public this evening: “The
feeling bers is unmistakably for a friendly
settlement on the part of the Chilean Gov-
ernment and people. A few Americans
here are doing their utmost to bring about
war. Chile has lately shown every desire
for an amicable settlement, but certain
parties are, for speculative purposes, adding
to the existing troubles between the United
States and Chile.”

W. R. Grace & Co. asked their house in
Valparaiso by cable for the facts regarding
the reported change of mind on the part of
the Chilean Government sbout the dispo-
sition to be made of the refugees transterred
from the American Legstion to'the United
States steamer Yorktown.

" Chile Kept in Ignorance.

The firm has received a reply by cable,
and Mr. Grace said to-day:

The Government of Chile never had any
knowledge, officially, of the transfer by Mr.
Egan of the refugees from the Legation in
Santiago to the Yorktown, their transfer
having been made without any official recog-
nition by Chile. The transaction, however,
was winked at or unofficially permitted by
them in deference to the desires of the
United States Government, and as a proof of
their good will toward the United States.

Ag soon, however, aa the refogees were
placed on beard the Yorktown Cn n
Evans officially notified the commander of
the marine diseriet known as Valparaiso,
thar th
ferred by him to

make a trip along the west coast of Sounth
Americs, touching ten ports in Chile before
srrivingata Poruvian port. The commandesr
of the marine district merely answered offi-
cially tothe Captain of the Yorktown, that
the re would have to take whatever
risks in the matier migns apply to thewn as
refugees from justice.
